The Greatest Power in This World

—And how it began to operate in Miami, Florida during the war and 1s now exerting its expanding power in F. —

UsT as the war was coming to a close in 1945 I was the 
district chaplain in the Seventh Naval District. Our 
headquarters were in Miami, Florida. During that year 

me | the Navy was providing a train- 
ing program for approximately 
1,000 Russian sailors and 1,000 
Chinese sailors. The first re- 
quirement was to teach these 
young sailors the English lang- 
uage. The system used by the 
Navy was excellent, and after 
three months these boys were 
able to speak English in a satis- 
factory way to receive basic 
training in handling surface 
craft, particularly patrol and 
landing craft. 

The chaplains in the area were very much interested in 
providing religious services for these boys. All of the 
churches in Miami—Catholic, Protestant and Jewish— 
opened their doors to any of the boys who desired to at- 
tend their services. The chaplains were very anxious to 
have them attend civilian churches so that they might 
learn how important religion is to the American way of life. 

It was at this time I was able to get one of the downtown 
churches to provide about one hundred seats in the center 
section of the church for a young Chinese officer, Lt. En 
Hwa Wang. Lt. Wang brought with him approximately 
one hundred sailor boys and junior officers. They were 
very regular in their attendance. Before their training was 
completed, many were converted. It was a fascinating ex- 
perience, and we were all very happy that so many ac- 
cepted Christ as their Saviour. 

In February of last year I received a letter which sur- 
prised me very much. It came from R. Adm. En Hwa 
Wang, who was superintendent of the Naval Academy at 
Tso Ying, Taiwan (Formosa), China. How surprised | 
was to recognize this rear admiral as the young lieutenant 
whom I had known in Miami! This was one of the sen- 
tences in his letter: “I always cherish the memory of many 
pleasant days in the States. I will never forget the time 
when I first accepted Jesus Christ, Our Lord, as my own 
Saviour and let Him guide the path of my life.’ The pur- 
pose of his letter was to ask me if I could obtain for him 
some Bibles published in Chinese. I went to the American 
Bible Society in New York and obtained a large number 
of Bibles and New Testaments and sent them out to him 
immediately via Navy transports. He was so pleased to get 
these Bibles. He was conducting a class in the naval 
academy, in which he taught the Bible to young midshipmen. 

Just recently I received another letter from Admiral 
Wang. This was surprising also.-It seems that one of the 
classes of study at the Chinese Naval Academy is to learn 
English, and he desired to have one of the modern English 
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translations of the New Testament. I was able to obta 
more than fifty copies of these New Testaments, and thi 
are on the way to young Rear Admiral Wang. 7 | 

To me it is just remarkable to know the wonderful wo 
being accomplished by the American Bible Society. Th 
have helped us so many times in the military service, al 
I know that if you could understand how important it} 
to place the Bible in the hands of these people in oth 
countries and to give them an opportunity to build up 
faith in God which will bring to our world peace and go 
will, then I know you will be very anxious to make yo 
contribution to support this great organization, t 
American Bible Society. May I close with just this on 
word: the greatest power in this world is not a milita’ 
organization; it is the love of God which is based on unde 
standing. 
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Rejoicing in the Bible House 
Monday, April 13, was a day of rejoicing in the Bible 
House in New York. Dr. and Mrs. Ralph Mortensen 
arrived back from China after two years behind the 
“Bamboo Curtain,” waiting to come home! Dr. 
Mortensen had gone out to China nearly ten years 
ago, and Mrs. Mortensen seven years ago. Though 
overdue for furlough when the Communists took over, 
Dr. Mortensen remained in order to transfer the work 
in China properly to the new Chinese administration 
of the Bible House. Then the Chinese government 
refused to give them a visa for two years, and they 
had to wait in Shanghai. They were free to move 
about and were not imprisoned or maltreated, 
though subject to wild accusations and occasional ir- 
rational questionings. They are in good health and 
eager to take up active work again.

The decrease 
was onl¥ in New Testaments, the distribution of 
whole Bibles exceeding 1951 by almost four per- 
cent, and that of 1950 by 28 percent; 
-exceeded any previous year in the distribution of 
embossed volumes and Talking Book records for 
the blind, with a total of 43,560—a gain of 21 per- 
cent; 
-issued 1,157,342 copies of Gospel of Luke and the 
Book of The Acts in illustrated magazine form, 
which included not only those in English, but 
thousands of copies in Greek, Japanese, Korean, 
Portuguese and Spanish; 
“aided the Bible Society of Brazil to reach the 
largest circulation in that country’s history,

Worldwide Bible Reading continued to forge 
ahead as one of the Society’s important annual proj- 
ects. For the first time the Thanksgiving-to-Christ- 
mas reading lists were produced in Braille for the 
blind, and orders for the materials offered for the 
celebration of the observance surpassed those of 
former years by twelve percent. 

In war-ridden Korea the Society assisted the Bible 
Society there to produce various Scripture volumes 
in the new Hankul spelling. The illustrated Gospel 
of Luke was used as a textbook in this new form of 
the language in many Korean schools. 

One of the reasons for the continuing increase in 
the Society’s service to those who need the ministry 
of the Scriptures is, that during 1952 the Society re- 
ceived gifts in excess of the largest budget it had ever 
adopted and from a larger number of donors than 
had ever responded to its appeals before. Believing 
that these supporters and others who will be sought 
wish to see the basic missionary work of Scripture 
distribution continue to spread, the Society adopted 
for the current year a still larger budget, but even yet 
not large enough to meet specific needs costing over 
$300,000, not included in the budget. Among these

“Getting Results in Hokkaido” 


BY GORDON K. CHAPMAN 


HE Island of Hokkaido is assuming ever-increas- 

ing importance in Japan’s economy, and the 
time is not far distant when its population will in- 
clude at least ten million people. When one realizes 
that nearly 50 percent of such tangible assets as 
arable land, forests, fisheries and coal mines are in 
this area, one can easily understand why it cannot 
be relinquished to the Soviet, whose forces are en- 
trenched in islands which point at Hokkaido from 
three directions. The responsible military authorities 
seem to be taking due precautions, with the result 
that the people are less restless than they were a year 
or two ago. We are most thankful to God for His 
watchful care in these days when dangers from with- 
in and without have seemed so close. With the end of 
the occupation and the orientation of the American 
armed forces to the new conditions, it has been most 
encouraging to observe the efficient manner in which 
the Japanese have again assumed full responsibility 
for their own affairs. 

The past few months have witnessed the opening of 
Gospel work in two new towns where agriculture is 
the most prominent industry. One of these, Naga- 
numa or Long Marsh, is the center of the principal 
rice production area and has a population of approxi- 
mately 18,000 people. As it is a prosperous place, it is 
noted both for its large Buddhist temples and for the 
gambling propensity of its inhabitants. As far as we 
knew, there were no believers in the place, and it ap- 
peared that we would have to start from scratch, so 
to speak. ‘Thus, after due prayer, we paid our respects 
to the mayor and told him of our desire to preach the 
Gospel in the town. He confessed that, while he him- 
self was not a religious man, he had no objection to 
our project. In fact, he said, it might be a good idea 
to give the Buddhists some competition, for they 
thought only of themselves and had blocked his plan 
to raise money for the construction of a town audi- 
torium. He offered us the use of the school gymna- 
sium for the initial mass meeting and the firemen’s 
hall for the subsequent weekly meetings, if these 
proved feasible. He also offered us the cooperation of 
the local Boy Scouts to assist with arrangements and 
attend to the ushering of the crowd which might 
gather—the scoutmaster being a younger brother of 
a leading Buddhist priest. On the day of the mass 
meeting the local radio station broadcast the an- 
nouncement of the meeting from time to time, with 
the result that over a thousand people gathered to 
hear about this “new” religion. As we have found 
that it is best, in opening work in a new place, to have 
a prominent Christian layman make the initial pres- 
entation of the Gospel message, Elder Kyuzo Nashi- 
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mura, well-known proprietor of bakery and confe 
tionery stores on Hokkaido, then preached to 
800-odd people who remained for an hour. After thi 
they were shown a color film, ‘““The God of Cre 
tion,’ and invited to attend regular inquiry meetin 
at the local firemen’s hall. Since then the weekl 
meetings have been attended by over a hundre 
children and fifty or sixty adults, and a goodly n 
ber have accepted Christ. Among these is Nishimo: 
the*clockmaker, a man of tender heart and receptiv 
spirit, who had long been waiting for somethin: 
which would satisfy his soul. Thus, when he hear 
the Christian message, he said, ‘“This is it!” He has 
keen sense of proper self-reliance and immediatel 
proposed that collections be taken to defray the cos’ 
of light, heat and rental of the hall, plus the enter 
tainment and travel expenses of the visiting evangel| 
ists. He once remarked, ‘‘With local people throwin 
their money away at the cinema and pinball parlors 
they can well afford to support the local work.” : 

Another is Hisao Nakagawara, the sixteen-year| 
old son of a groceryman, who has becomea bright ane 
victorious Christian. It is hard to believe that he ha: 
been bedridden for five years with tuberculosis of the 
spine. In fact, he had come to a state of complete des: 
pair, was easily provoked and was a great trial to hi: 
family, until one day his mother happened to receive 
a copy of the Gospel of John, which she threw in in. 
different fashion on his bed. Having nothing else tc 
do, the lad read the Gospel through several times 
later was given a New Testament and was soundly 
converted. His life was completely transformed, s¢ 
that he became a real blessing in the house. He is al- 
ways happy and attracts children, who gather arounc 
his bed to hear Bible stories. He is not only a faithfu 
Bible student, but an omnivorous reader of Christiar 
literature, which he shares with those who visit him 
Hisao is now trusting the Lord for healing; and plans 
God willing, to become an evangelist. 

The largest family in Naganuma, with many 
branches, is that of Momono. Among its member: 
are several priests or prominent leaders in the loca 
temples. ‘The eldest son in one of these earnest Bud: 
dhist families is Yoshihisa Momono, a young farmer 
who also received the initial impulse to become < 
Christian through the reading of the Gospel of John 
In the ordinary course of events he will become the 
head of his family and have special responsibility fon 
the household Buddhist rites. The Momonos are nov 
exerting pressure to prevent his baptism and threater 
to expel him from the family in case he carries out hi 
present purpose of making a public confession of faith 
in Christ. He is a very intelligent young man anc 
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ke his friend Nakagawara, is a great reader of 
hristian books and has founded a loan library to 
acilitate the circulation of books among the towns- 
yeople, who have considerable leisure in the winter 
me. 


POST CARD was recently received at the Eastern 
District office from Rev. Milton Kerr, a minister 
n Lisle, New York. Having discovered that there 
vere no Bibles at the local public library, Mr. Kerr 
vas requesting the American Bible Society to supply 
ome—a routine request, with which the District 
Dffice was glad to comply. However, this request 
tarted Secretary Osberg wondering how many 
ther libraries there might be without adequate 
sibles, and further, whether library Bibles were ever 
ead. 

A request for information from the New York City 
ublic Library brought some astonishing informa- 
ion. Miss Ellen FitzSimons of the library staff there 
ad been asked what book, year after year, was in 
host demand, as popular in 1953 as in 1900. Her 
nswer was, the Bible. She stated further that in the 
ew York Public Library’s central circulation 
ranch th@re are seventy-five Bibles, and they are in 
ich constant use that they must be replaced several 
imes a year. In addition to the major English ver- 
ions the library also carries many foreign transla- 
ions, which are also frequently read. In the reading 
‘oom also, there is seldom a copy of the Bible on the 
helves; not that there is a lack of copies, but that 
hey are all being read as long as the library doors 
re open. 

At the Library for the Blind, another branch of the 
Jew York Public Library, the Bible both in Braille 
nd on Talking Book records is extremely popular. 
The librarian in charge reports that many divinity 
tudents have earned their degrees with the aid of 
he Talking Book records. 

Every day brings Bible questions to the New York 
Public Library, some humorous, some serious. One 
ibrarian at the main information desk will never for- 
yet a young man who came up and asked, ‘‘What 
500k would you read if you were told you were going 
slind in three days?” She hesitated, not being sure 
what to answer. He said, ‘‘Never mind, Ill take the 
Bible.”? While this, of course, was an unusual situa- 
jon, yet it emphasizes the fact that people do go to 
he libraries in search of spiritual satisfaction and in 
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He escorts his friends to the Christian services and 
is already a fearless witness. 

It is not easy to come out for Christ in Japan; but 
the power of the published Word is there, as every- 
where, demonstrating its sufficiency.

Since people go to libraries to read the Bible, it 
would seem that someone in the community should 
make absolutely certain that the library or libraries 
in his community have an adequate supply of Scrip- 
tures.

Many of 
these books are available from the American Bible 
Society. While in larger libraries Bibles are pur- 
chased as other books are, in many small communi- 
ties this important responsibility must rest upon in- 
dividual Christians.

A Salute to Badrik Yeter 


He walks where the Apostle Paul once walked and successfully bears witness to the same invincible Christ

N MARCH 1952 Mr. Badrik Yeter answered what 
I came as a heavenly call to give up his comfortable 
trade and take up work as Bible colporteur at a salary 
about half of what he was then earn- 
ing. His friendliness and devotion 
have helped to inspire the entire work 
and to win for it many friends. 

Colporteur Badrik tells of entering 
the shop of a Muslim tailor, who be- 
gan ordering him to go with his books 
as far away as possible. As if he had 
the floor to himself the colporteur 
went on quietly naming over the 
books displayed in his hand and sum- 
marizing briefly the contents of each. 
At last he caught the tailor’s interest, 
and the man said, ‘‘Tell me, since 
you seem to be a man of God, if Iam 
carrying a great load of sin and feel a 
burden of guilt, can I be sure that 
God will forgive me in the end?” 
Badrik congratulated the tailor sincerely: ‘“‘Millions 
of people are ill without knowing it, are unhappy and 
do not know the reason. But you both know that you 
are ill and have diagnosed your illness correctly. 


Here is a Book of heavenly healing; read and be 
healed.” 


Here is another of Badrik’s reports: 


I approached a Turk who was sitting at a table in an 
open-air coffee house under the great plane trees adjoin- 
ing one of the city’s famous mosques. Mistaking me for a 
fellow Muslim, he invited me to sit with him. ‘‘I want to 
ask you some questions,” he said. ‘The other evening a 
number of us were gathered in the home of a friend, and 
the conversation turned to religion. I argued that since the 
Koran describes Jesus as ‘Spirit of God,’ this must mean 
that he was God’s Son. And since he did not die, but is to 
return to earth on the Day of Judgment, he must surely be 
the greatest of all the prophets. Some agreed, while others 
opposed, declaring that Mohammed was the last of the 
prophets and was given a message which included those of 
all the prophets who went before. So we were divided into 
two groups. With which would you side?”’ Seeing his readi- 
ness and his need, I gave him the full message of salvation 
in Christ, to which he listened intently. Then, regardless of 
the folk at adjoining tables, we had prayer together. He 
seemed much touched, while as for me, I was revived with 
joy and courage. God had showed me in this direct fashion 
that our work is not in vain, that our books are read. For 
the remainder of that day I walked the streets of Istanbul 
like a conqueror, hearing in my heart the ancient promise 
made first to Joshua, ‘Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I given unto you.”

HE circulation achieved in Peru through the con- 
stant and sacrificial labors of our colporteurs has 
ways been a distinct factor in our total distribution. 
' their work in former years has been hard, it would 
ypear from their reports that this year it has been 
ubly strenuous. They have not only had to battle 
ith the inclemency of the weather but also with the 
igged mountain terrain and blistering sun. Not only 
ave they had to suffer from religious persecution and 
olitical intrigue, but also from the hostility on the 
art of some and complete indifference on the part of 
thers of their would-be clients, yet they have always 
een ready with an appropriate answer that will turn 
1e scoffer, silence the insolent, satisfy the inquirer 
nd encourage the faint-hearted. ‘Thus the colporteur 
eks to fulfill the task committed to him. Is it any 
onder that we seldom receive a letter from our faith- 
ul salesmen without their begging us to remember 
em in our prayers? They are indeed in the forefront 
fthe battle, and are fighting against spiritual powers 
f great strength, against which only the faithful 
rayers of God’s children can prevail. 

At times their circulation is lbw—lower than they 
ould wish; at times they themselves have become 
iscouraged; but the Word of God which they distri- 
ite has been their guide, strength and comforter. 
efor Diaz has continued his work along the coastal 
tction of southern Peru, visiting also some of the 
anches and farms up in the foothills. His experiences 
ave been a manifestation of the power of the Word 
) change lives and to bring new life to those sitting in 
arkness and the shadow of death.

‘Tn his visitation work Sr. Dfaz came to the home 
fa family of some social standing and was conducted 
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inside the house to a room where he met an elegantly 
dressed lady, surrounded with every commodity but 
prostrated on a bed of sickness. ‘“‘Seeing me she asked, 
‘What are you selling?’ I replied, ‘A beautiful maga- 
zine that speaks of the crucified Saviour.’ —‘It is un- 
doubtedly Protestant,’ she said. ‘If you have no objec- 
tion, we could read something,’ I said, and with her 
consent I read various verses from the first chapter 
of St. Luke’s Gospel. I then spoke to her of the love 
of Christ in dying for us and of the need of repent- 
ing. She was grateful and then told me how she 
had been in bed with paralysis for eight years. 
Then she bought a copy of illustrated Luke and The 
Acts, and said that if I would return in a week’s time 
she would buy a Bible. This she did. When a friend 
who happened to be present said, “This is a Protes- 
tant Bible,’ she replied, ‘That is not so; I have read 
the Gospel of Luke and The Acts of the Apostles and 
I know that this is the truth.’ She asked me to visit 
her whenever I could. Speaking to her of trusting in 
Jesus, she said, ‘I am resigned to my lot, in Him I 
have placed all my trust’; and when I left I saw re- 
flected in her face the joy she had in her heart.” 


Miss Thurm Retires 


We all called her Miss Thurm, 
but her whole name was Miss 
Thurmbuckler— Miss Catherine 
Thurmbuckler. On February 1 
she retired from the Society’s 
employment after fifty years of 
faithful service. On February 4 a

She was a prodigi- 
ous worker, apparently as able to meet the demands of her 
last day in 1953 as her first in 1903. 

One remarkable feature of the happy luncheon occa- 
sion, besides the many gifts made to Miss Thurm, was the 
introduction of six other employees who had served the 
Society for more than forty years. All honor to them all, 
and many happy years of restful retirement to Catherine 
Thurmbuckler.

A Glimpse at Venezuela 


The United Bible Agencies in Venezuela kept pace in 1952 
with the country’s booming economy and high religious 
fervor by circulating a record quarter-of-a-million vol- 
umes of Scripture in twenty-nine different languages. 
Forty percent of these were distributed personally by the 
Agencies’ four faithful colporteurs. The greatest number 
of volumes were sold to the Orinoco River Mission, work- 
ing in Eastern Venezuela. 

While visiting the work of this mission in Cuidad Boli- 
var, the Agency Secretary, Rev. Kenneth Bystrom, was 
asked to conduct a Monday evening Bible study for a 
group of over a hundred interested believers. The pastor of 
the church, Mr. Orsetti, had recently been released from 
jail, where he had been held asa political prisoner for 
several days because of some connection he had had with a 
previous government in years past. During his stay in pris- 
on he preached daily over a loud-speaker system to a 
congregation made up of his fellow prisoners, and had dis- 
tributed several boxes of Scriptures supplied to him by the 
local missionary and the Agency’s colporteur, Mr. Pérez. 
Although God’s servant was being held prisoner, God’s 
Word was finding its way into hearts which perhaps would 
never have been reached otherwise. 

Previous to the Bible study that evening, the pastor 
asked all those present who had brought their Bibles or 
New Testaments to raise them in the air. When one man 
in the rear of the church failed to raise either a Bible or 
New Testament, the pastor said, “And what excuse can 
you offer for not having brought either a Bible or New 
Testament with you this evening?”” When the man replied 
that he had given his New Testament to one of his fellow 
workers in the telegraph office that very day, the pastor re- 
plied: ‘“‘Well, that’s fine, but we will excuse you for not 
having brought your New Testament only on the condi- 
tion that you secure another for yourself immediately, be- 
cause we just can’t get along for even one moment without 
this Book.”

Mr. Eberhard Schroeder, Director of the German 
Baptist Publication Society, recently wrote as follows: 


Today we received from the Union of the Evangelical 
Bible Societies in Germany your generous gift of 250 
Bibles, 250 New Testaments and 2,000 Gospels, for which 
we thank you most cordially. We are very grateful for this 
help, because Bibles and Testaments are so important in 
Germany at this very time. We were able to send the 
greatest part of your gift to an emigration camp at Bremen 
and a refugee camp near Hanover, where refugees arrive 
every day who have fled during previous weeks from the 
German districts behind the ‘Iron Curtain” to West 
Berlin and are then flown to various camps here in West 
Germany. We had an opportunity to visit the emigration 
camp at Bremen and one of the numerous refugee camps

They thanked us wit 
tears in their eyes and did not know how to express th 
gratefulness. We know that these very persons are m 
susceptible of God’s Word, and we thank you very mu 
that your gifts enable us to continue this important servi 
to our brethren.

How John’s Gospel Begins 
In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God. The same was in the beginning with 
God. All things were made by him; and without him was not 
anything made that was made. In him was life; and the life was 
the light of men. And the light shineth in darkness; and the dark- 
ness comprehended it not. 
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How the Bible Game to Be 


Have you ever looked at the opening pages of your 
schoolbooks and noticed the names of the people who 
wrote them? All books have been written by someone, and 
the author’s name is almost always a part of the title page. 

Who wrote the most interesting Book ever published? 
Who wrote the Book which is the best seller, year after 
year? Who wrote the Book for which men have died?—left 
their homes and endured hardship, hunger and prison? 
Who wrote the Book which gladdens the hearts of all who 
read it? We do not know. Great scholars have spent their 
lives studying the Bible in an attempt to answer these and 
many other questions. 

We do have some of the answers. Interesting answers, 
filled with wonder and adventure; for the Bible is the 
Word of God as He gave it to men and as His power and 
love entered their lives and changed them. 

Let us look at the Old Testament first. It is called ‘‘old”’ 
because it is the older of the two. It is made up of thirty- 
nine books, and not one of them is signed. 


The Hebrew people who gave us the Old Testament be- 
lieved in one God, who was all-powerful. He chose them as 
‘His people to do His will and to show all men that in Him 
is eternal life and love. 

"Way back in their early days the Hebrews had no 
written language, but they had wonderful memories. 
They told their ancient stories around the campfires.at 
night. Everyone listened; and when the storyteller grew 
old and died, another took up the work of telling the 
great stories. 
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About 1,500 B.C. these people learned to write, anc 
then they began to write the stories down. They used ston 
tablets and the skins of animals. When the Greeks startec 
to write the stories down, they used strips of an Egyptian 
water-plant called biblos or papyrus. These leaves wer 
pasted together in long strips and rolled up. This wa 
called a biblion, and from this word we get the word Bible 

In the Bible, which is really a great library, you will * 
poetry, short stories, adventure, mystery, history, son 
and prayers. Perhaps the oldest piece in the Bible is th 
Song of Deborah. She was a Judge in Israel and she livec 
about 1,200 B.C. It is very short, but in it she praises 


Hear, O ye kings; 

Give ear, O ye princes; 

I, even I, will sing unto the Lord; 

I will sing praise to the Lord God of Israel» 


And now we have discovered part of the secret of th 
Bible: it was written by men who loved and praised 

So God’s ways in men’s lives came to be written dow 
and men read and knew God as their loving Father. Whe 
His son, Jesus Christ, came into the world as a baby, late 
to walk the hills of Judea preaching and healing, and the 
to die on the cross for all of us, His story was told in th 
New Testament. When the two books were put togethe 
we had the Bible. Men of all the ages have read it, memo: 
ized it, praised it, lived by it and died for it. Still it goes a 
like great music—like sunlight in dark places, bringin 
hope and joy and courage to all who read it.
